Mr. Berger—Mr. Speaker and 
gentlemen, I muat congratulate 
my Demotratic frisnds on the way 
they are playing politico For the 
first time in fifty years they are 
playing good politics, but it is 
playing politics. Day before yes- 
ter^y they tried to rake in the 
soldiers’ vote: yesterday they tried 
to get the Hebrew vote, and today 
they are trying to get the labor 
vote. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Speaker, I do not liepcud^e 
any vote to them that tlioy get in 
nn honorable way. 1 only want to 
say that the fit^ right-hour bill 
was pa.’wed in this congress in 1848. 
Since then congress has passed 
alxiut half a dozen more, and I am 
afraid we shall pn.s.s a dozen more 
before we get a law that will hold 
water in the courts. I would sug¬ 
gest that instead of lawyers, who 
write sentences about ten inches 
long, you would get a bricklayer to 
write the law, and have it looked 
over by a newspaper man. Thou 
you would have a law that would 
be plain, a law which everybody 
would understand. 

I cannot-understand the word¬ 
ing of this bill, and I do not know 
how the judges will construe it 
when it gets into the court. Our 
laws nowadays are made by law¬ 
yers for lawyers—and nirec lawyers 
usually hate four opinions on al¬ 
most any subject. 

However. 1 am glad to st-e that 
this law i.s going to pass unani¬ 
mously. It ought to paas unani¬ 
mously. It is too late to oppose an 
eight-hour day iu the year 1911. 
In Australia they are now tiying 
to p.a.ss a six-hour law. I believe 
eight hours a day for factory work 
is really too long. Anti I say this, 
although 1 do not hate work, for 
I work fourteen hours every day. 

But 1 want to explain that eight 
hours a day is too much for man¬ 
ufacturing purposes—it is too long 
a day for wageworkers in general,' 

The introduction of labor-saving 
machinery has very largely in¬ 
creased the productivity of labor. 
One man at a machine can pro¬ 


duce, in some instances, a t housand 
times as much as a man without a 
machine could protliico fifty years 
ago, or, for that matter, now with¬ 
out a machine. The use of ma- 
chincjy has increased the product¬ 
ivity of human efforts a huntlrcd- 
fold. 

However, all the benefits of these 
labor-saving machines and of the 
application of ate*in, electricity, 
and water power now go to a small 
class, to the class which owns the 
machinery, controls the water 
power and the other means of pro¬ 
duction. The wormcn get very 
little as their share. I iimy say 
that the workingman at the end of 
the year nowadays is about as rich 
as the workingman was fifty years 
ago; that at the end of the year 
he ha-s very little or nothing left. 

The average wages nowadays, 
taking, for example, the year 1910, 
were S476 a year. These arc not 
my figures. These arc not Social- 
»lie figures. These are the figures 
of your labor bureau. The value 
of the product every worker pro¬ 
duces annually is about $1,1,*>0 a 
year. In other words, the capitalist 
class makes 1674 every year of 
every man, woman, and eliild em¬ 
ployed. This is not what every 
employer makes of every employe; 
that is the average sum the capi¬ 
talist class makes as a class in 
profit—rent and interest—of the 
working class per capita. That is 
the surplus value produced by the 
workers. 

Under these conditions, of course 
it is not surprising that the small 
class which controls- the produc¬ 
tion of our country i.s getting richer 
I all the time and that the great 
working class ia getting poorer in 
comparison. There is ^also an¬ 
other drawback. The introduction 
I of machinery has largely mcreased ‘ 
I “season work"—vthat is, manu- 
: facturers employ workers during a 
' short season of a few mouths and 
then lay them off. This circum- 
stanM has increased the insecurity 
of tabor to a greater degree at the 
present time than in any other 
period in the history of the world. 


In order to improve on that con¬ 
dition we must cut down the hours 
of labor. I do not believe that an 
eight-hour day I® really short 
enough. In fact, we ought to have 
a six-hour day. 

Mr. Mann—Why not make it a 
six-hour day? 

Mr. Berger—Prof. Theodore 
Hortzka, not a .Socialist, but a 
student of social conditions and 
one of the great economists of 
Europe, stated that two and one- 
half hours a Jay would be suffi¬ 
cient for OUT civilization if every 
man worked and if we used all the 
machinery at our disposal now. 
We could in t'wo and one-half hours 
produce cvpiythiiig in plenty. I 
am sure the gentleman from Illinois 
(Mr. Mann] would Im> willing to add 
his share of daily work for two and 
one-half hours and enjoy leisure 
the rest of the day. 

Mr. Kendall—Will the gentle¬ 
man yield for a question? 

The Speaker, pro tempore— 
DoesThe gentleman from Wiscon- 
consin yield to the gentleman 
from Iowa? 

Mr. Berger—With pleasure. 

Mr. Kendall—Is it not the idea 
of the gentleman—it is an idea 
"that seems to bo exploit«*d by a 
great many responsible sociologists 
—that if the same propess is made 
in the next three hundred years in 
the productivity of labor as has 
lieen made in the last three hun- 
tlreil years that four and one-half 
hours will be an r'-'ple working 
day? 

Mr. Berger—I think two and 
one-half hours will be sufficient in 
fifty years’ time. I agree with 
Professor Hertzka. He figured out 
in 1891 that ^itb the machinery 
and means of production at our 
disposal two and one-half hours 
would be sufficient to give every¬ 
body more than he needed and a 
chance for leisure and culture be¬ 
sides. 

Mr. Anderson of Ohio—Mr. 
Speaker, will the gentleman yield? 

The Speaker pro tempore—Does 
the gentleman from Wisconsin 
yield to the gentleman from Ohio? I 


Mr. Berger—Gladly, 
j Mr. Anderson of Ohio—I under-
